ple can only see distant objects distinctly 
because the eye has become ilattenod 
and its refractive power diuiinislied.

thousand individual cs-es. Some notion 
can bo got from this of the folly of in- 
trusting the eyes lo irresponsible huck- 
sters, some of whom do not know a con- 
cave from a convex lens, aud hardly anv 
of whom can give an inquirer tlie least 
optical information. 
It appears also to 


be folly for a person not versed in Ihe 
physiology of the eye ami the laws of 
optics to even attempt, by himself, lo lit 
his eyes with glasses.
